Courier-Journal in regard to the dis­ 
satisfaction existing in southern In­ 
diana with the public accounting law, 
and the proposed amendment: 
The announced 
determination 
of 
Representative Samuel B. Wells, of 
Scottsburg, Ind., to offer a bill at the 
coming sesison of the Indiana legisla­ 
ture to amend the public accounting 
law in several respects 
is 
meeting 
with favor in Jeffersonville and Clark 
county, where the measure 
in 
its 
present form is not liked. 
The be­ 
lief on the part of some is that too 
much money is paid to field examin- 


ers for their work, when compared 
with what they accomplish in the way 
of finding errors and shortages. Two 
field examiners, left Jeffersonville re­ 
cently after having been there prac­ 
tically four months. 
Their pay dur­ 
ing that time was $10 per day. 
As a result of the visit of the ex­ 
aminers some of the departments of 
the city are suffering from lack of 
funds. 
No attempt is being made to 
hide the fact that the city is pressed 
for funds, and a part of this condi­ 
tion is attributed to the visit of the 
field examiners. 
Tw*o 
examiners, 
who came to the Indiana Reforma­ 
tory July 3, are still there and it is 
likely that they will remain for some 
time to come. 
Under the stand taken by Mr. Wells 
it is proposed to amend Sections 7, 8 , 
9, 14, and 16, to the present law. His

provides that field examiners shall be

The tendency at the oncoming of 
each period will be to turn decidedly 
warmer, resulting in electrical storms 
but followed quickly by great change 
colder, with sleet, snow 
and bliz­ 
zards. 
The last week 
in 
January 
promises to bring some of the most 
decided storms cf the whole winter, 
ending in blockades of iee and snow. 
These disturbances will run over into 
the opening days of February, wind­ 
ing up with a greni and general high 
barometer, which will send a danger­ 
ous cold wave to the borders of the 
Gulf of Mexico.

In a Petition Alleging a Combination 


In Restraint of Trade the Govern­ 


ment Seeks to Break Up an Alleged 


Arrangement Whereby the Steerage 


Traffic of the Atlantic Is Said to Be 


Controlled. 


New York, Jan . 5.—Papers 
have 
been filed by the government in the 
United States circu it cou rt for the 
sou thern district of New York in a 
su it in equ ity brou ght again st the lead­ 
ing trans-Atlantic steam ship compa­ 
nies u nder the Sherman law. The pe­ 
tition alleges a combination in re­ 
strain t of trade in the form of an 
agreem ent among the variou s lines 
with respect to the handling of steer­ 
age passengers. 
The con tract u pon 
which the action is based is alleged to 
have been entered into in London on 
Feb. 5, 1908. 
Under this contract, it 
is alleged, the parties thereto agreed 
to divide u p the steerage traffic for­ 
warded by them, each line receiving 
a percentage of the total. 
The lines mentioned as defendants, 
a cco rding to the petition, controlled 
u pward of 90 per cent of the third- 
cla ss traffic between Eu rope and the 
United States at the time of ¿the al­ 
leged agreement, and the petition al­ 
leges that u pward of 75 per cent of the 
tra ffic is affected by the agreement. 
The government asks that this agree­ 
ment be declared illegal and the de­ 
fendant lines be forbidden either to 
en ter or to leave any port of the United 
States or its possession so long as this 
co ntra ct or any sim ilar agreem ent re­ 
ma ins in force.

5.—Senator Ste­ 
phen B. Elkins of W est Virginia died 
at his home in this city at 12 o’clock 
last night. 
Su dden collapse following 
a long illness, cau sed death. The end 
was not u nexpected, for the sen ator 
had been sinking for hou rs. 
At his bedside were Mrs. Elkins, his 
two sons, Blaine and Richard Elkins, 
his dau ghter, Miss Katherine Elkins, 
and Henry Gassaway Davis, his father- 
in-law. 
Mr. Elkins had been sick for 
several months. 
Senator Elkins had been in the 
United States senate since 1901, when

W ashington, Jan . 5.—After a two 
weeks’ recess the national lawmakers 
resu med bu siness today. 
All signs 
now point to a lively time for the re­ 
mainder of the session. 
The hou se 
and senate began bu siness on the dou ­ 
ble qu ick in the three weeks that pre­ 
ceded the Christm as recess, and it is 
certain now that there will be time for 
the consideration of several m easu res 
besides the regu lar appropriation bills. 
Five propositions loom u p on the legis­ 
lative horizon. 
The Lorimer ease 
probably will attract the most atten ­ 
tion from the pu blic. 
Then there is 
the proposition to fortify the Panama 
canal. Next comes the resolu tion pro­ 
posing an amendment to the constitu ­ 
tion providing for the election of Unit­ 
ed States senators by popu lar vote. 
There is also bou nd to be a lot of dis­ 
cu ssion over the recommendation of 
the adm inistration for the creation of 
a perm anent tariff board. Indications 
are that the apportionment bill will 
stir u p more or less excitement owing 
to the disposition of New York Repu b­ 
licans and others to in sist that action 
o n this m easu re be deferred u ntil next 
winter. 
There are other qu estions of minor 
in terest that will have consideration 
by congress. 
Among them may be 
mentioned the bill providing for the 
su bsidy of ocean carriage between the 
United States and ports of Sou th 
America. 
It is likely also that an effort will be 
made to bring u p the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot case. The Repu blican insu rgents 
are getting restive, and there have 
been conferences among them that au ­ 
gu r ill for Ballinger. 
The lorim er case will probably en­ 
gage the attention of the senate at in­ 
tervals for many days. 
Senator Owen 
of Oklahoma will start the ball rolling 
in an address to the sen ate in opposi­ 
tion to Mr. Lorimer and will present 
a resolu tion declaring the election of 
Lorimer to bç nu ll and void. It is now 
pretty generally known that the ad­ 
m inistration views with alarm the 
probability of Mr. Lorimer remaining 
in the senate with the credentials that 
he presented a year ago. 
President 
Taft is pu nctiliou s in his observance 
of the proprieties and will not openly 
interfere. 
However, it is known that 
adm inistration leaders believe that 
Mr. Lorim er is not entitled to his seat 
and that the sen ate by formal vote 
shou ld so declare. 
An u gly situ ation 
is developing in this connection and 
the sen ate debate is expected to be 
heated. 
Senator Lorimer hkd planned to 
leave W ashington yesterday for the 
j sou th, bu t when he learned that the 
fight to declare his title to his seat in­ 
valid was likely to be precipitated in 
the senate today he hastily altered his 
plans and decided to remain over. 
The “watchdogs of the treasu ry” 
show their teeth every time the su g­ 
gestion is made in their presence that
